Name 

This  organization  shall  be  called  the  Woman's  Club 
of  Winston-Salem. 


Article  II 
Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  Club  shall  be  to  form  a  recog¬ 
nized  center  for  social  and  mental  culture,  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  education,  intellectual,  domestic,  and  civic 
betterment  of  the  City  of  Winston-Salem,  to  aid  by  organ¬ 
ized  effort  worthy  philanthropic  causes  and  to  foster  a 
generous  public  spirit  in  the  community. 

Article  III. 

M  ember  ship 

Section  1.  Membership  in  this  Club  shall  be  active, 
honorary,  and  life. 

Sec.  2.  Any  woman  of  Winston-Salem  or  suburbs 

is  eligible  to  active  membership. 

Sec.  3.  The  application  of  a  candidate  for  member¬ 
ship,  signed  by  herself  and  recommended  by  two  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Club,  shall  be  presented  to  the  Board  of 
Directors,  and,  if  approved,  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Club  at  the  regular  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  The  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  members 

present  shall  be  necessary  to  admit  to  membership. 

Sec.  5.  Each  member  shall  pay  an  initiation  fee  and 

the  dues  for  the  year,  at  the  same  time  agreeing  to  abide 
by  the  Constitution.  She  will  then  be  entitled  to  a  mem¬ 
bership  card  and  shall  be  admitted  to  all  the  privileges 
of  the  Club  for  that  year. 

Sec.  7.  A  member  may  withdraw  from  the  Club 
only  through  written  communication  with  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

Sec.  8.  Honorary  membership  is  left  to  the  discre¬ 
tion  of  the  Club. 

Sec.  9.  Life  membership  is  left  to  the  discretion  of 
the  Club.

Sec.  10.  Non-payment  of  dues,  continued  and  unex¬ 
cused  absence  from  the  Club,  and  continued  failure  to 
take  part  in  the  Club’s  work,  shall  operate  as  a  forfeiture 
of  membership. 

Sec.  11.  Any  member  of  the  Club  may  be  expelled  by 
a  two-thirds  vote,  name  having  been  presented  with 
charges  in  writing,  at  two  consecutive  meetings  of  the 
Club,  and  the  member  having  had  opportunity  to  defend 
herself. 

Sec.  12.  Members  shall  not  invite  as  guests,  resi¬ 
dents  of  Winston-Salem  or  suburbs  to  any  meeting,  but 
may  invite  non-residents.

Article  IV. 

Officers 

Sec.  1.  The  officers  of  this  Club  shall  be  President, 
two  Vice-Presidents,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding 
Secretary,  and  Treasurer. 

Sec.  2.  No  member  shall  hold  more  than  one  office 
at  the  same  time,  and  no  officer  shall  be  eligible  to  the 
same  office  for  more  than  two  consecutive  terms.

Article  V. 

Nomination  and  Elections 

Sec.  1.  At  the  March  meeting  the  President  shall 
appoint  a  committee  of  three,  to  the  chairman  of  which 
committee  each  member  of  the  Club  shall  send  her  choice 
for  the  officers  to  serve  for  the  ensuing  year.  From  the 
names  thus  suggested,  the  committee  shall  prepare  two 
tickets,  choosing  in  each  case  the  two  having  the  largest 
number  of  votes,  and  shall  present  these  tickets  at  the 
April  meeting.  T  he  Club  shall  ballot  on  the  officers  in 
their  order.  A  majority  vote  of  those  present  constitutes 
election. 


Article  VI. 

Meetings 

Sec.  1.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  the  first 
Wednesday  in  April,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible, 
when  the  officers  shall  be  installed,  reports  presented,  and 
the  Club  year  begin. 
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Article  VII. 


Departments 

Sec.  1.  The  work  of  this  Club  shall  be  conducted 
through  seven  departments,  namely:  Art,  Literature, 
Education  and  Library  Extension,  Health,  Household 
Economics,  Music,  Social  Service,  and  Civics. 

Sec.  2.  Each  department  shall  be  responsible  for 
four  presentations  to  the  entire  Club  of  the  work  in  its 
charge.  Each  department  shall  also  hold  such  other 
meetings  from  time  to  time,  and  form  such  plans  as  the 
interests  under  its  charge  shall  demand. 

Sec.  3.  Each  department  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
committee  of  three  (3),  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  chair¬ 
man  and  one  of  the  remaining  two  the  secretary  of  the 
department.  The  temporary  chairmen  of  departments 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  at  the  annual 
meeting.  The  permanent  chairmen  and  other  two  offi¬ 
cials  of  the  respective  departments  shall  be  chosen  by 
each  department  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  annual 
meeting. 

Article  VIII. 

This  Club  shall  be  a  member  of  the  General  and  State 
Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs. 

Article  IX. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  business 
meeting  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present, 
notice  of  the  proposed  amendments  having  been  made  in 
writing  at  a  previous  meeting. 


BY-LAWS 

Duties  of  Officers 

Sec.  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  this  Club,  shall  countersign  all  orders  on  the  Treas¬ 
ury,  can  call  the  Board  of  Directors  or  Club  together  at 
her  discretion. 

Sec.  2.  The  First  Vice-President,  and  in  her  absence, 
the  Second  Vice-President,  shall  perform  all  the  duties  'of 
the  President  in  case  of  her  absence  or  disability. 

Sec.  3.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct 
the  correspondence  of  the  Club,  preserve  all  Club  papers, 
keep  a  record  of  all  applications  for  membership  and 
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shall  notify  candidates  of  their  election,  enclosing  a  copy 
of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  She  shall  make  a 
written  report  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Club. 

Sec.  4  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  roll 
of  all  the  members,  with  full  names  and  addresses,  shall 
make  correct  records  of  all  meetings  of  the  Club  and 
Board  of  Directors  and  shall  be  prepared  to  report  at 
each  regular  meeting.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  meet¬ 
ings  and  shall  make  a  written  report  of  the  transactions 
of  the  Club  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  dues,  hold 
and  pay  out  all  Club  moneys  subject  to  the  order  of  the 
Board  of  Directors;  she  shall  issue  all  membership  cards 
and  serve  notice  on  all  delinquents  at  the  proper  time. 
She  shall  make  a  statement  of  accounts  at  each  regular 
meeting  of  the  Club  and  at  the  annual  meeting  shall 
render  a  written  report  audited  by  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Sec.  6.  If  during  the  year  an  office,  except  that  of 
the  President,  becomes  vacant  by  death,  resignation,  or 
removal,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  until  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Club, 
when  the  office  shall  be  filled  by  election.  In  case  the 
office  of  President  is  permanently  vacated,  the  First  Vice- 
President  shall  become  President. 

Sec.  7.  The  officers  of  this  Club,  with  the  chairmen 
of  the  departments  and  chairmen  of  standing  committees, 
shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Directors,  which  board 
shall  hold  its  regular  meetings  preceding  the  regular 
Club  meetings.  This  board  shall  transact  the  business 
of  the  Club  meeting,  pass  upon  applications  for  member¬ 
ship,  and  report  its  proceedings  at  each  regular  meet¬ 
ing. 


Quorum 

Sec.  1.  Five  members  of  the  Board  of  Dirctors  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  2.  Twenty-one  members  shall  constitute  a  quo¬ 
rum  for  the  transaction  of  business  requiring  the  vote  of 
the  Club. 

Duties 

The  annual  dues  shall  be  two  dollars.  Initiation  fee 
shall  be  one  dollar. 
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Committees 

Sec.  1.  Three  standing  committees  shall  be  appointed 
at  the  special  meeting  after  each  annual  meeting:  House, 
Finance,  Program. 

Sec.  2.  The  chairman  of  the  House  Committee  shall 
have  charge  of  the  Club  building  or  rooms.  This  com¬ 
mittee  shall  have  charge  of  rental  and  repairs  and  em¬ 
ployment  of  janitor  service. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  to  devise  further  means  than  the  dues  of  the  Club 
for  supplying  funds  to  promote  the  work  undertaken  by 
the  Club;  and  audit  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  before 
the  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  The  Program  Committee  shall  plan  and  have 
printed  the  Year  Book  of  the  Club. 

Delegates 

Delegates  to  the  State  Federation  shall  be  elected  upon 
nomination  from  the  floor. 

Parliamentary 

Fox  shall  be  the  authority  for  conduct  of  all  meetings 
of  this  Club.
